Besides that, of course, there 
are special quotatione for these running pri- 
yate exchanges or unusually large number of 
individual phones. The private house has 
an excéllent service at a low rate. An ex- 
clusive line, with unlimited use, is given for 
$25 annually. If subscribers prefer 4 meas- 
ured service they pay $15 annually and 2 
cents for every outward call, 
party line instruments in thém ex- 
change. 

So it happens that in Hull, sixsoih-onks nitie 
a dozen years ago had no streets sufficiently | 
wide to run tramways on, there is now in 
active operation a successful municipal tele- 
phone systém, which, with the tramways 
and the electric lights, shows the rapidity 
with which the municipal idea moves when 
once it ie inaugurated. The city is in the 

business in a small way, but only asa 
resuit of its building operations. In opening 
up avenues of communication the council 
found it necessary to annihilate an old gas 
works which supplied the center of the city. 
To furnish the territory with light the coun- 
cil thereupon undertook the distribution of 
gas, which it buys for the purpose sae one 
of the outside companies. | 


Employes Not in Politics. 

They d¢gnot seem to have any doybt here | 
as to the success of municipalization as a 
general principle, and Mr. Alfred E. White, 
the city engineer, with ,whom I talked, says 
that as yet there has been no aisposition on 
the part of the city employés to make their 
presence felt in municipal elections to any 
improper degree. The street cars and the 
electric lights have been financially 
cessful, the telephone system seems likely 
to be equally remunerative, and the public 
improvements are simply beyond praise. 

Municipaligzation seems to have been the 
one thing necessary to arouse the ancient 
city of Hull from its condition of crass con- 
servatism, and if present indications go for | 
anything, this city of 4 quarter of 4 million 
inhabitants is but just entering gpon its 
rightful place as one of the great British 
commercial centers.

weighs 180 pounds, which is too much for 
any member of the varsity four, and he has 
had little experience itn scientific rowing.

There will be a general overhauling of the 
Jimmy Britt-Al Herford linen when Batling 
Nelson and his manager, Billy Nolan, reach 
San Francisco on July 1 unless Britt cancels 
his match with Sullivan and lives 
ap to his.agreement with Nelson.

6, and about ten days later reports were 
sent out from San Francisco stating that 
Britt and Sullivan had been matched to 
fight under the auspices of the Hayes Val- 
ley club next month. This, Nolan says, 
proves collusion between the Britts and Her- 
ford, Sullivan's manager, and that the sure 
thing outfit has arranged another Britt- 
Gans skin game. — | 


Nolan is“determined to hold Britt to his 
contract with Nelson, and should Jimmy 
“fly the coop” as Nolan terms it, he will 
insist upon Stakeholder Harry Corbett turn-. 
ing over Britt's $2,500 forfeit. That demand 
will surely cause trouble, as Britt denies 
signing articles prohibiting either man en- 
gaging in contests over six rounds, which 
leads the Nelson party to believe the original 


tunately Nelson and Nolan left San Francis- 
co without a duplicate copy of the articles, 
so they will have to rely on the honesty of 
the stakeholder should the Britts produce 
articles other than those signed when the 
match was clinched, copies of which ap- 
peared in the Frisco papers on the day fol- 
lowing. Nelson and his manager will leave 
Chicago for the coast tomorrow.

These crondi- 
tions alone render the executives of these 
great cities far mote independent of political 
control than Mayor Dunne in Chicago or 
Mayor McClellan in New York.

FIGHTING AT LODz. 


killed or wounded in the street fighting at 
Lodz in Russian Poland, the populace must 
have been unusually brave or reckless, or 
the soldiery more ready to kill than has 
been the case in the encounters between 
people and soldiers in recent disturbances in 


825,000, but the list of killed and wounded 
is so large as to make one doubt its correct- 
ness. 
One explanation of the heavy mortality is 
that the workingmen are better armed than 
they were a few months ago and hence are 
standing up against the soldiery with great- 
er determination. The leaders among the 
social democrats have been repeating Debs’ 
advice, “ Save your money and buy a gun.” 
They have been persistent in their efforts to 
smuggle firearms across the frontier. 
When rifles and discipline are matched 
against revolvers and numbers the victory 
usually falls to those who have the more 
powerful weapon. This is true even in 
street fighting, where the undisciplined mul- 
titude has advantages which it would not en- 
joy out in the fields. Men fighting from 
house tops can make an effective use of 
bombs and vitriol. The sending of rein- 
forcements to Lodz is proof that the strikers 
are giving the troops unexpected trouble. 
Probably quiet will be re@stablished at 
Lodz, but what has happened there augurs 
ill for the preservation of peace in the other 
large manufacturing cities of Poland. Pre-

The subway will be the municipal trac- 


tion system of the future if it is demon- 
strated that riding underground may be 


ground. The demands of traffic upon the 
streets of modern cities have become so 
great there is no longer room upon them 
for street cars. They must be put up in the 
air or down in a subway. It is recognized 
that for many reasons the latter course is 
preferable. It takes the cars entirely out 
of the way of other traffic. It places them 
where they may make a maximum speed. 
But is it safe? ‘The recent bursting of a 
water main, by¥'which the New York subway 
was flooded, this question in one form, 
bad air its patrons loudly complain of 
raises it in another form. 

ost disease germs become innocnous 
When exposed to fresh air and sunlight. On 
the other hand, in dark or poorly lighted 
places having a moist atmosphere which 
has been vitiated by the respiration of many 
persons, they flourish greatly and multiply 
with enormous rapidity. The coccus of 
pneumonia and the bacilli of grip and 
tuberculosis are the three there is most 
reason for fearing in such places. It began 
to be observed soon after the New York 
subway was opened that its air was growing 
bad. This was attributed to lack of sun- 
shine and poor circulation. As time has 
passed it has grown worse. Its odor is a 
cross between that of a damp cellar and an 
ill ventilated room crowded with men and 
women, It is described as “ well nigh un- 
bearable,” and fear is expressed that it is 
a gigantic breeding place for microbes and 
| will prove a potent spreader of disease. 

A distinguished chemist recently analyzed 
the air in the subway and pronounced it as 
good as that In the streets. New Yorkers 
refuse, however, to accept his verdict as con- 
¢lusive. They insist that, as the subway 
air smells bad, it must be bad. 

In this position they are supported by 
an eminent authority, Dr. 8. A. Knopf, who 
contributes an article on the subject of 
} subway ventilation to the New York Medical 
Journal. The subway air, Dr. Knopf says, 
is extremely bad. He takes the encouraging 
view. however, that it need notbe. Persons, 
Dr. Knopf says, should be prohibited from 
expectorating, except in ‘ receptacles pro- 
vided for the purpose. There should be pro- 
vided more light and air holes, with pumps 
to blow fresh air in and draw fetid air out. 
' Along the walls of the subway there should 
be placed powerful revolving fans so ar- 
ranged that those on one side will cause a 
current opposite in direction to that caused 
by those on the other side. The stations 
should be ventilated in the same way. The 
roadbed should constantly be kept moist by | 
‘sprinkling oil or water. Smoking in sta- 
tions shouldbe prohibited and the broom 
for dry sweeping should be banished. These 
things done, Dr. Knopf thinks air in the 
subway would become agreeable and healthy 
as outdoors.

—to become wife and er. “ Bright, 
good natured, well dressed " though she be, 
she is not frivolous, but at bottom has a 
serious purpose. She is not ostentatious or 


vulgar. There are ostentatious and vulgar : 


American women—women whom wealth 
has spoiled—but the vast majority of Amer- 
ican women of every class ere simple, mod-

Then there was Gaskill, the 
creature of low, criminal impulses and de 
sires, a degenerate, almost, who stopped at 
the commission of no wrong to others or 


himself, and whose forgeries of stock cer-’ 


tificates spelled ruin for the City Trust com- 
pany. And this was Gaskill drunk. Sober 
he was as moral as most men; drunk he knew 
no law or bond. “ Never once did I do 
wrong when sober,” he writes in his diary. 


“ When I was sober remorse made life hell. 


But when I was drunk I was not Ben Gas- 
kill—not the Ben Gaskill who was born in 
me. Who or what I was God alone knows. 
I only know there was no crime of intellect 
I would not commit, no debauchéry of the 
brain or soul before which I would hesi- 
tate.” 

The man of good birth and education pre 
supposedly high natural instincts whe be- 
‘comes a pervert through drink or drugs has 
always been one of the mysteries,;of cre- 
ation. Well may Gaskill cry, “ who or what 
I was God alone knows.” Sober or drunk 
he could not divine ‘the things that made 
him one day a good man, the next a crim- 
inal. The pervert cannot explain himself. 
He is quite helpless when the evil instincts 
prompt him to do wrong. But Gaskill was 
not helpless when he was sober. Knowing, 
as he did in his sober moments, that just as 
soon as the inevitable thrall of drink took 
hold of him he would try to swindle the men 
who dealt with him on- the basis of his be- 
ing a reputable, useful citizen, he* should 
have warned them against his periodical 
lapses into moral obliquity. Then, before 
giving him money on his forged or raised 
stock certificates, his bankers could care- 
fully examine his securities and prove their 
value or lack of it. Thus they would have 
been saved the losses that caused their ruin 
and Gaskill would have been saved the |. 
commission of his crimes. | 

But Gaskill refused to see his duty. He 
fully realized his dual nature, but he kept 
it to himself until after death. His normal 
character was not strong enough to expose 
his abnormal side, even when he suffered 


what he calls acute remorse. Perhaps the 


remorse did not really pain him much se 
long as his forgeries remained undetected. 


ARE WE LIVING TOO RAPIDLY? 


Physicians in New York say that the aver- 


age New Yorker is killing himself by his 
pursuit of the strenuous life. That life, as 
explained by the doctors in this instance, is 


the mad chase after wealth which the New 


Yorker makes his main object in life. The 


great increase in deaths due to diseases of 


the heart and Bright's disease, as shown 
in the mortuary statistics of New York, is 
the principal foundation for the doctors’ 
reports, From 1868 to 1904 the increase in 
in deaths from Bright’s disease was 16.47 
per 10,000 population. Last week 125 peo- 
ple died of heart disease, while the number 
for the corresponding week of the year pre- 
vious was only 56. The fact is established 
that the stomach and the heart are exten- 
sively affected by the bolting of food and 
by worrying. The New York business man 
bolts his food, and he worries, so the doc- 
tors assert that he dies earlier than was 
the custom forty or fifty years ago. 

In the face of these figures the ery that 
the life strenuous is shortening the lives 
of business men 
substantiated. Figures don’t lie. Bat oc- 
casionally they do give out woefally wrong 
impressions. The recorded increase of 
deaths due to Bright’s disease in this in- 
stance means little.

THE SIN OF ANXIETY. 


Copyright: 1905: By the Marquise de 


not anxious for your life.”’—Lake, xii., 22. 
HE great Teacher does not say that 
we are not to be thoughtful, or provi- 
-@ent; but he insists that mo event can 
be provided for by anxiety, by fret- 
ting over it before it comes. Half the 
people on our streets look as though life 
was a sorry business, It is hard to find a 
good looking man or woman, Worry is the 
cause of their woebegone appearance. 
Worry makes the wrinkles; worry cuts the 
deep, down glancing lines on the face; 
worry is the worst disease of our modern 
times. 
Care is contagious; it is hard work being 
cheerful at a funeral, and it is a good deal 


harder to keep the frown from your face. 


when you are in the throng of the worry 
worn ones. Yet, we have no right to be dis- 
pensers of gloom; no matter how heavy our 
loads may seem to be we have no right to 
throw their burden on others nor even to 
cast the shadow of them on other hearts. 

Anxiety is instability. Fret steals away 
force. He who .dreads tomorrow trembles 
‘today. Worry its weakness. The success- 
ful men may be always wideawake, but they 
never worry. Fret and fear are lke fine 
sand thrown into life’s delicate mechan- 
ism; they cause more than half the friction; 
they steal half the power. 

Cheer is strength. Nothing is so well done 
as that which is done heartily, and noth- 
ing is so heartily done as that which is done 
happily. Be happy, is an injunction not im- 
possibile of fullfilment. Pleasure may be 
an accident; but happiness comes tn definite 
ways. It is the casting out of our foolish 
fears that we may have room for a few 
of our common joys. It is the telling our 
worries to it until we get through ap- 
preciating our biessings. Take a deep 


‘breath, raise your chest, lift your eyes from 
the ground, 


look up and think how many 
things you have for which to be grateful, and 
you will find a emile growing where one may 
long have been unknown. 

Take the right kind of thought—for to 
take no thought would be sin—but take the 
calm, unanxious thought of your business, 
your duties, your difficulties, your disap- 
pointments, and all the things that once have 
caused you fear and you will find yourself 
laughing at most of them. In some you 
will see but friemds in disguise, and in others 
puny foes decked out as giants. But begin 
to dread them, brood over them,’ look at 
them with eyes prejudiced with fear, and the 


least difficulties rise like mountains. In / 


winter some people worry themselves into 
malaria over the mosquitoes they may meet 


next summer. 


Coming events cast their shadows before; 
they cast their sunshine, too, if we look at 
them aright. As a strong man rejoices to 
run @ race, as a young man anticipates with 
joy the coming struggle, so does the brave 
heart face tomorrow, not only without fear 
but even with gladness. 

Mistaken ideas of religion are responsible 
for a great many of the unnecessary wrin- 
kles om the human face. *Too many pave 
thought it would be impossible to be happy 
in two worlds, and so, having elected hap- 
piness in the one which they thought would 
last longest, they have no choice but to be 
unhappy in this one. In fact,»some seem 
to suppose that the greater their misery 
here the more intense will their bliss be 


there. If heaven is to. be bought that way 


certainly many are paying full price for it. 
Burdens we all must bear; but they need 


not break us, Sorrows we all must share; 


but they need not unmake us. They will 
not if we have learned the Teacher's t 
of living; he, the man of sorrows, the 
man who.could bequeath to his friends his 
joy. To him life host’ its anxiety, because 
the chief things of life were not food or 
raiment, or even social standing, but man- 

hood and unselfishness to men, and the pos- 
sibilities of these were as easily realized in 
na and adversity as in riches and pros-

They run the houschold and have full sway, The mother of 
a chief is always present at councils, and her husband may 
decide little withbut her consent. A married man alone rah- 
not dispose of His property, and he more frequently yields 
to her wishes: avingstone,. in his “Missionary Travels,” 
says: 


“tt is the Woman’s position with respect to property 
which enables her to assert her equality with her husband, 
and which, finally, among the negroes and Bantus in West 
Africa, makes the child's descent dependent on the mother. 

“Among the Banyal a young man must either buy his 
wife or tive with her in her home, and if a divorce takes 
place thé children belong to the mother’s family. If the wife 
and husband belong to. different villages he always goes to 
ner home and is treated partly as a kinsnian and partly asia 
servant.” | 

Strangely, in many African tribes, on the death of a wife, 
the kinsfolk of the woman try to fasten the guilt on the has- 
band.

As a carpenter I was employed ona large 


building some tfme ago, on a street through |

On the morning of that day the contractor 


informed us that there would not be any 
work done that day, as the men would lose
